BRITISH LOSE TWO-BOMBERS - 
IN NORTH SEA AIR BATTLE 


Ministry’ Reports One Nazi canis 
Shot Down—Germans Say 
Enemy Lest 3 Planes. 
‘LONDON, Jan. 2 (AP).—The Air 
Ministry announced tonight that 
two out of three British bombers 
were missing after a fight over the 
North Sea_with 12 Messerschmitt 

fighters this afternoon. 

‘The announcement said one Mes- 
séerschmitt was “shot down in 
flames” and two others were driven 
down and “likely to -have been 
lost.” 

The bulletin said the fighting oc- 
curred in the neighborhood of the 
German coast. “Although the Roy- 
al Air Force formation was heavily 
outnumbered, they gave battle to 
the enemy,” the announcement 
said, One bomber had returned, a 
second wag shot down during the 
encounter and the third was re- 
ported “missing.” — 

DNB, German official news 
agency, announced in. Berlin that 
three British Vickers-Wellington 
planes were shot down by German 
Messerschmitts after a short battle 
over a German bay. No German 
losses in the battle were reported.

ZERO FOR TONIGHT; 


St. Louisans shivered in the first 
sub-zero weather of the winter to- 
day as they began their normal 
jobs again after a two-day New 
Year’s holiday which was cold but 
at least smokeless. 

At 6 a. m. today the official tem- 
perature reading was zero and at 
7 a. m. it had gone down to one 
below, remaining there through 
the next reading at 8 a. m. The 
temperature at the Municipal Air- 


port at 8 a. m. was 3 below zero. 

By 9 a. m. the temperature had 
climbed back to one above zero. 
The forecast was for continued cold, 
with the lowest temperature to- 
night expected to be about zero. 
For tomorrow the forecast is fair 
and somewhat warmer. The sub- 
zero weather extenced to all parts 
of the State except the southeastern 
section. 

A cold wind from the north- 
northwest, which reached a max- 
imum velocity. of 17 miles an hour, 
kept the city clear of smoke, how- 
ever, and allowed the sun to shine 
brightly. Sixty men sought shelter 
last night in police stations. 

Trains Half Hour Late. 

Cold weather made the trains at 
Union Station an average of half 
an hour late, with the latest be- 
ing the Pennsylvania from New 


and a half behind schedule. Air- 
planes were flying almost on time, 
|however, with no flights canceled. 
The ceiling at the airport was un- 
limited. 

The station master reported that 
railroad business was about 10 per 
cent heavier than at this time last 
gear, with most of the major trains 
running in two sections. This morn- 
ing the midway of the station was 
filled with young men and women 
returning to schools and colleges.

LEPKE GETS 14 YEARS FOR

Racketeer Sentenced After Enter- 
ing Guilty Plea te Nine Addi- 
' tional Indictments. 

NEW -YORK, Jan. 2 (AP). — 
Louis (Lepke) Buchalter, racket- 
eer, was sentenced today to 14 years 
in prison for violation of the Fed- 
eral narcotics laws. 

Lepke was convicted Dec, 20 on 
an indictment charging conspiracy 
to violate the laws in the opera- 
tion of what the Government called 
a $10,000,090 international narcot- 
ics-smuggling syndicate. 

Brought before Judge John C., 
Knox for sentencing today he 
pleaded guilty to nine additional 
indictments relating to transporta- 
tion and concealment of narcotics. 
The nine additional indictments 
against Lepke cover transportation, 
sale and concealment of narcotics. 
Lepke, who was the object of a 
nation-wide search last summer 
with rewards totaling $50,000 on his 
head, surrendered quietly on Aug.

BERLIN, Jan. 2 (AP).—The 
German Minister to Uruguay has 
protested on behalf of the Reich 
against internment of the German 
freighter Tacoma at Montevideo, it 
Was announced today. 

In the German view, the Tacoma 
merely offered aid to the German 
pocket battleship Admiral Graf 
Spee when the warship was “ship- 
wrecked” and this fact does not 
make the Tacoma a war vessel. 

Surprise was expressed in offi- 
cial quarters that Uruguay decided 
to intern the Tacoma only 13 days 
after the Graf Spee was scuttled, 


MONTEVIDEO, Jan. 2 (AP). — 
Uruguayan officials today worked 
out measures to make sure that the 
interned German freighter Tacoma 
would remain a captive here for 
the rest of the war and prepared 
for a visit from a British warship. 

Authorities said the cruiser Ajax, 
one of the three victors in the 
battle with the German pocket 
battleship Admiral Graf Spee Dec. 
13, would arrive tomorrow for a 
48-hour stay to get fuel and pro- 
visions. 

The British colony arranged a 
welcome for the ship and crew. 
The vessel] will bring Rear Admiral 
Henry Harwood, who directed the 
battle against the Graf Spee. 

Tacoma May Be Beached. 

In the harbor Uruguay’s minia- 
ture navy stood guard against a 
possible break for freedom by the 
8268-ton Tacoma, while officials pre- 
pared to intern its crew and dispose 
of the cargo of oranges, grapefruit 
and nuts. One possibility discussed 
was that the freighter would be 
beached. 

Capt. Hans Know submitted yes- 
terday to internment of his ship at 
expiration of a Uruguayan ultima- 
tum which had confronted the 
Tacoma with a choice of taking to 
sea in the face of British warships 
or becoming a prisoner’for dura- 
tion of the European war. 

The port tugboat La Valleja, with 
20 naval seamen aboard, stood 
alongside the "Tacoma through the 
night and a naval officer kept 
watch aboard to see that the Ta- 
coma’s engines remained silent. 
With him on the ship were the

LONDON, Jan. 2 (AP).—A proc- 
lamation by King George VI calling 
about 2,000,000 more Britons to the 
colors gives the British a potential 
army of at least 3,500,000 men. 

It is expected all will be in serv- 
ice by the end of the year. 

The King’s proclamation, which 
he signed last night after a hurried 
return from a holiday at Sandring- 
ham, requires that all male Britons 
between 19 and 27 years old register 


for service. 

Previous. conscription orders af- 

fected only men 20, 21 and 22 years 
old—a total of 1,500,000 men under 
arms or techwically mobilized. 

The vast expansion of mobiliza- 
tion does not include troops from 
the British colonies and dominions, 
which sent 3,500,000 to France them- 
selves in 1914-18. 

(It was disclosed in Ottawa yes- 
terday that 16,000 Canadian soldiers, 
making up the entire First Division, 
are in England.) 

The rate at which new conscripts 
are to be called will depend on 
events, It is expected generally that 
action on the Western front will 
intensify with the coming of spring. 

Neutral military observers here 
believe that possibly as many as 
750,000 men will be called before 
the end of this month to strengthen 
the British Expeditionary Force— 
an army of about 210,000 men now 
—and the vital Middle East com- 
mand which guards the empire’s 
lifeline to the East. 

Formal call-ups for the various) 
new age groups will be spaced over 
some months, with the 23-year-olds 
probably first mobilized. 

In three previous call-ups under 
the conscription laws, about 750,000 
men were registered. The last of 
these groups is expected to be ab- 
sorbed by the army by the end of 
February. But with factories tuned 
to their highest pitch for turning 
out arms, munitions and equipment, 
the job may be done sooner. 

The biggest need confronting the 
imperial general staff is officers 
to train recruits, many of whom 
have had no military experience. 

The two main British officer- 
producing schools, Sandhurst for 
the infantry and cavalry and Wool- 
wich for artillerymen and engineers, 
had lower registrations in the past 
decade than ever before. 

To fill the gap, the army has 
been recalling Sergeants and Cor- 
porals to be trained as officers 
and, in turn, to break in the new 
recruits.

Without news of hér since she 
was reported on her way home from 
Germany suffering a mysterious 
ailment, London newspapers de- 
manded in heavy type, “Where is 
Unity?” 

Officials were instructed to per- 
mit no one to talk to the tall 
admirer of the Nazis until she had 
undergone “very considerable for- 
malities” awaiting her after a 
closely guarded trip.

CONSTANZA, Rumania, Jan. 2 
(AP).—Rumania, in the words of 
Premier George Tatarescu, will 
defend “to the last man,” if necés- 
sary, the provinces of Bessarabia 
and Bucovina bordering Soviet 
Russia. 

Tatarescu addressed sailors of 
the Rumanian navy yesterday’ in 
the presence:of King Carol, de- 
claring the populations of the two 
provinces “chose to come to Ru- 
mania of their own free will” after 
the World War, and that “we will 
defend them to the last man.” 

Diplomats wondered if Rumania 
had grounds for believing that 
Bucovina, as well as Bessarabia, 


might be desired by Russia. Buco- 
vina was part of former Imperial 
Austria, and Bessarabia, part of 
Imperial Russia. 

Tatarescu also repeated Ruma- 
nian determination to fight, if 
necessary, to bar any Hungarian 
recovery of Transylvania, another 
area which changed hands as a re- 
sult of the World War. 

Some quarters saw Finland’s suc- 
cesses against Russian invasion as 
inspiring Rumania’s determination 
to resist any forcible attempt 
against its territory. 

Several weeks ago, it was report- 
ed authoritatively’ that Rumania 
had moved most of its troops out 
of Bessarabia with. the conviction 
the province would be impossible 
to defend. 

It is now said that the Govern- 
ment has moved some troops back 
into Bessarabia. Officials express 
greater confidence in Rumania’s 
power to resist.

The Missouri-Pacific Railroad 
jhas adopted a new method of start- 
ling fires in its coal-burning loco- 
4 imotives at the Ewing. avenue 
roundhotise as a means of materi- 
ally reducing smoke. 

The new method involves the 
use of an improved type torch, 
with which coal is ignited in the 
firebox, and ing a larger quan- 
tity of coal atthe start. 

The torch, which. burns a light 
oil, produces little smoke itself as 
it uses forced air to aid combus- 
tion of the oil. The’ coal is placed 
mostly along the sides and to the 
front of the firebox. After the 
fuel has been fired by the torch, 
© Jgases forming below the burning 
coal are forced up into the flames. 
This provides a more . complete 
combustion of gases and results 
in less smoke. 

The method was. demonstrated 
last Saturday by the railroad for 
Clarence A. Quallen, city smoke 
inspector for  railroadas.

E FEL GOOD Vatican and Italian Authorities In- 
vestigate Possibility ef Incen- 
rath Senge ee of diarism at the Concelleria. 


ROME, Jan. 2 (AP).—Vatican 
and Italian authorities today in- 
vestigated the possibility of incen- 
diarism in a fire which partly 
destroyed the papal palace of the 
Cancelleria, an architectural mas- 
terpiece of the Renaissance, and 


an adjacent church Sunday night. 
Although some investigators 
worked on the theory the fire was 
started by a short circuit in wiring 
that had been condemned, others 
said the flames started in several 
parts of the building at once, indi- 
eating incendiarism. 

Pope Pius was saddened by loss 
of the palace and heard a detailed 
report from the papal Secretary 
of State, Luigi Cardinal Maglione, 
who inspected the ruins. 

It was the secend fire to break 
out in the former papal chancery 
in five days. The first fire was 
attributed to a short circuit.

1486 and 1496 for Raffaello Riaro

IN FLOODS IN TR 


Villages Said to Have. Been 
Swept Into Sea in West- 
ern Section, 


ANKARA, Turkey; Jan. 2 (AP). 
—~Torrential rains caused new 
khavoc in earthquake-stricken Tur- 
key today, swelling flood waters 
which were believed already to 
have caused at least 1200 deaths, 

Whole villages of the Brusa re- 
gion in Western Turkey were re- 
ported swept up by the torrents 
and carried into the Sea of Mar- 
mara. 

Some new quakes were felt in 
the northeastern region which suf- 
fered devastation last week, but 
because of shattered communica- 
tion lines it was impossible to de- 
termine whether there had been 


hew damage, 
The most turbulent rivers were 
the Surlu, Sindshan and Adranos, 


which flow northward across a 
broad coastal plain. At some points 
the flooded rivers spread out for 
10 miles. 


Flyer Describes Scene. 


“The rivers are stretching out 
arms like an octopus, séizing vic- 
tims, “said a Turkish officer who 
flew over the region. In some cases 
the rivers seemed to have changed 
their courses permanently. 

Officials estimated that last 
week’s earthquakes resulted in 45,- 
000 dead, 100,000 injured and 500,- 
000 homeless. 

At least 25,000 were said to have 
been made homeless by floods. 

Inhabitants of 20 villages in West- 
ern Turkey fled from flooded areas, 
and hundreds of others were ma- 
rooned. 

At Kamalpasha 400 houses were 
swept away as most of the inhabi- 
tants perished, 

All the pedigreed stallions and 
bulls of the famous Haras Stables 
at Karadjabay were drowned. Thou- 
sands of cattle, sheep and goats 
were carried away in the flood- 
waters of the Smyrna region on the 
Aegean. 

The flood zone in European Tur- 
key, near Adrianople, was. still 
large, but rains moderated and the 
rise of the streams was checked. 


Black Sea Storms. 


Storms along the Black Sea 
caused great shipping damage. The 
700-ton Turkish freighter Turkian 
sank with its crey of 20. It was 
thought other vessels had capsized. 

Capital officials said the disasters 
were a severe blow to the national 
defense due chiefly to the disrup- 
tion of communications. 

In some mountain sections, wolves 
were attacking homeless survivors, 

Hundreds of square miles be 
tween Amassia and Tokat were 
marked by deep ditches, some 36 
feet wide, where the earth’s crust 
was broken by the quakes. From 
some of these ditches, sulphurous 
fumes arose. Geysers spouted from 
others. 


| C C BEGINS INVESTIGATION 
OF ILLINOIS TRAIN WRECK 


State Commission Also’ Inquiring 
Into Arcola Collision Which 
Killed One, Injured 34. 

ARCOLA, Ill, Jan. 2 (AP).—A 
Coroner’s inquest today marked the 
opening of official investigations 
into the collision of two Illinois 
Central passenger trains in which 
one person was killed and at least 
34 were injured. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death by skull 
fracture in the case of Thomas E. 
Tallmadge, 63-year-old Chicago ar- 
chitect, but made no attempt to fix 
the cause of the wreck, in which 
the Louisiana Limited plowed into 
the rear of the Louisian yesterday 
at dawn. 

The Illinois and Interstate Com- 
merce Commissions began a two- 
way investigation. —. 

Both trains were cafrying passne- 
gers from New Orleans, bound for 
Chicago, and both were behind 
schedule. The Louisiane was leav- 
ing the Arcola station after mak- 
ing a flag-stop for a passenger when 
the Panama Limited crashed into 
the last car. 

Among Chicagoans who suf- 
fered injuries—mostly cuts and 
bruises—were Prof. John Sprago 
of Northwestern University and 
Mrs. Sprago. 

Tallmage was known principally 
as a designer of eccleciastica] build- 
ings and author of works on the 
history of architecture.

Mr. Roosevelt’s Mind

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. 

HE coming congressional fight 
Tover the Hull trade agreements 

will be important not only be- 
cause of the issue involved, but be- 
cause of the effect the fight may 
have on the political fortunes of 
Secretary of State Hull. 

Defeat of the effort to get the 
eciprocal tariff arrangement ex- 
ended beyond the present expira- 
tion date, next June, would not 
necessarily put Secretary Hull out 
of the running for the presidency, 
but his prestige would suffer at a 
critical time. Conversely, a vic- 
tory for the trade policy to which 
Mr. Hull, above all other men, is 
devoted—particularly if the victory 
should be a smashing one—would 
give a lift to his prospects. 

If the fight for the trade agree- 
ments is won—and the outlook is 
good that it will be—the supporters 
of the Secretary of State for the 
presidential nomination will have 
cause to be grateful to the calen- 
dar. For what appears to be an 
attempted build-up for the Secre- 
tary from within the administra- 
tion, or at least a serious effort 
from this source to test public sen- 
timent respecting him, is clearly in 
progreas. It is fortunate for Mr. 
Hull—always assuming that his 
policy will be ratified—that this 
effort in his behalf, whether it be 
a substantial effort or merely the 
sending up of trial balloons, comes

All this may be true; there is 
certainly reason for suspecting that 
it is true in so far as the left-wing 
hell-bent advocates of a third term 
are concerned, But is greatly to be 
doubted that Mr. Roosevelt is party 
to any such conniving against a 
man of the political and personal 
stature of the Secretary of State. 
There is better reason to believe, 
if only from the fact that the Dem- 
ocratic party to win in 1940 must 
have a candidate at least accepta- 
ble to both wings of the party, that 
the interest of the President in 
Mr. Hull as his possible successor 
is sincere. 

There is added reason to believe 
this from the circumstantial nature 
of the reports concerning Mr. 
Roosevelt’s interest. When the mat- 
ter of Mr. Hull’s age—he is 68—has 
been put to the President, he is 
said to have observed that this lia- 
bility could be offset by giving Mr. 
Hull as a running mate a young, 
vigorous man. Such a man, Mr. 
Roosevelt is understood to have 
said, would be Solicitor-General 
Jackson. 

. . * 

Now it may well be that here is 
the clew to what Mr, Roosevelt is 
thinking. He sees the impossibility 
of getting the presidential nomina- 
tion for either Mr. Jackson—be- 
lieved by many to be his first 
choice—or for anybody else iden- 


tified, in fact or by implication; 
with the ill-fated attempted 
“purge.” He sees that the Garner- 
ites must be given a voice in the 
nomination if it is to be worth any- 
thing. He sees, in other: ‘words, 
the necessity of compromise, and 
in the interest of party success 


he is williff#—up to a -point—to com- 


promise. What more natural, then, 
than that his mind.should turn to 
the serious consideration of Mr. 
Hull? 

He may be considering others, 
too, such as Senator Wheeler, but 
it is a fair inference that the Sec- 
retary of State bulks large in his 
calculations. — 


Mr. Roosevelt cannot accept Mr. 
Garner for the simple reason, if 
for no other, that the Vice-Presi- 
dent has become identified in the 
public mind as a symbol of con- 
servatism-,of opposition to a great 
part of the New Deal. Whether 
or not this appraisal of the Vice- 
President is a fair one is beside 
the point. 


With Mr. Hull the case is dif- 
ferent. Though he is not a liberal 
in the sense, for example, that Mr. 
Jackson is, the President could ac- 
cept Mr. Hull without too great 
affront to the non-conservative ele- 
ments of the party. For Mr. Hull 
has no record of opposition to the 
New Deal, and in the niche where

Arsene Paulin Pujo, who died at the age of 78 in 
New Orleans on the last day of the old year, held 
a name that belonged to the distant past, and yet his 
passing brings it back into the news at a time when 
his great work is being recalled. For Arsene Pujo 
was chairman of the committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives which investigated the “Money Trust” of 
New York with such notable disclosures and reverber- 
ations in 1912. 

In a later era, when the investigative function is 
one of Congress’ leading public services and inquiry 
into financial controls is common, it is difficult to 
appreciate the importance of Mr. Pujo’s trail-blazing 
expedition into the ways and means of Wall Street 
control, But the little-known Louisiana Congressman, 
followed resolutely by his committee, tackled his 
assignment and wrote a notable page in the history 
of the House of Representatives. 

The Pujo committee discovered a choking, unhealthy 
concentration of money and credit, achieved largely 
through a combination of the interests of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., the First National Bank and the National 
City Bank of New York and three bond houses—Lee, 
Higginson & Co., Kidder, Peabody @& Co. and Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. How far this centralization of financial 
control had progressed can be judged from the fact 
that the committee disclosed four allied institutions 
in New York holding 341 directorships in bank, trans- 
portation, public utility and insurance companies 
whose aggregate resources amounted to more than 
22 billion dollars. 

If by a “Money Trust,” reported the committee, “is 
meant an established and well-defined identity and 
combination of interests between a few leaders of 
finance, created and held together through stock 
holdings, interlocking directorates and other forms of 
domination over banks, trust companies, railroads, 
etc., your committee has no hesitation in asserting 
that this condition exists in this country today.” 

What the committee reported to the country on life 
insurance management is particularly pertinent to- 
day, now that unhealthy life insurance practices are 
giving rise to proposals for Federal regulation of 
insurance companies. The committee said: - 

The situation that exists with respect to the 
control of the so-called mutual companies is il- 
lustrative of all great corporations with numer- 
ous and widely scattered stockholders. The man- 
agement is virtually self-perpetuating and is able, 
through the power of patronage, indifference of 
stockholders, and other influences, to control the 
majority of stock. Where representatives of a 
great banking house are on the board and are 
financing the corporation, the policy is largely de- 
termined by the bankers. They may name offi- 
cers ahd directors and buy and sell securities 
without competition. 

This assures to the bankers a power that they are 
not entitled to wield over other people’s money 
and property in the determination of questions 
and policies as to which they sit on both sides of 
the table. 

No one went to jail, but out of the investigation 
came the first insight which the American people 
had into Wall Street control. Louis D. Brandeis 
employed the words “other people’s money” as the 
title of a book of profound influence, the anti-trust 
campaigns of T. R. and Taft were revealed in their 
ineffective nakedness and Woodrow Wilson went to 
Washington to enact the Federal Reserve System and 
to distribute banking wealth over the country. Arsene 
Pujo, though he left Congress voluntarily the next 
year, had pioneered as surelyeas Daniel Boone. 
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COL. KNOX SAYS “NO.” 

Col. Knox is reported to have refused to accept ap- 
pointment as Secretary of the Navy because “he did 
not believe that conditions now warrant the aban- 
donment of his party ties; that the country is, now 
at peace and is expected ‘to remain at peace.” That's 
sensible. To give the Cabinet at this time the color 
of a coalition government would be to suggest an 
emergency—and emergency is a synonym for war 
or warlike preparations. It might also be used as a 
tricky argument for perpetuation in office. If the 
Democrats should be continued in office, let it be by 
ordinary processes.

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THE BRIDGES CASE. 

Dean Landis of the Harvard Law School, acting as 
a special examiner for the Department of Labor, has 
decided that Harry Bridges, West coast CIO leader, 
was not a member of the Communist party or ever 
affiliated with it. 

This decision, arrived at after the most careful 
consideration, will no doubt put an end to the demand 
for the deportation of Bridges to his native Australia 
on the ground that he is a member of an anti-Ameri- 
can political organization. 

The findings of Dean Landis make it more clear 
than ever that those who wanted Bridges deported 
used the charge of Communism as a smoke screen, 
behind which they hoped to rid themselves of an en- 
ergetic and effective labor leader, a man who was a 
constant thorn in their sides. 

The case against Bridges was hypocritical and fal- 
jacious from the start. Therefore, it should properly 
be thrown out of court. His activities have at times 
been carried to indefensible extremes, as in the San 
Francisco general strike. Whether he was driven to 
such positions by the intransigence of some California 
employers is a question that need not be answered 
here. 

The point to be made is that Bridges must be met 
on his own ground. He is a radical labor leader. If 
there are those in California who also consider him a 
racketeer, let them make that charge and prove it. It 
is not the American method to proceed against indi- 
viduals on trumped-up charges. 
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The Republicans needn't recoil with such horror 
from those invitations to the Jackson day dinner. 
Probably F. D. R. just wants to tell them how his 
stamp collection is coming along. 
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McKITTRICK DAWDLES AGAIN. 

St. Louisans were shocked last February by the 
Post-Dispatch disclosures of how the members of the 
Service Car Drivers’ Union—men engaged in hazard- 
ous and poorly paid work—were being mercilessly ex- 
ploited for the enrichment of the organization's chiefs, 
Ted Cronin, Harry Cantwell and associates.

It is an unbroken record of failure in 
foreign policy, and there has been no - 
standing success at home to offset the lack 
of it abroad. 

Never has a Prime Minister had to come 
before the House of Commons so often to 
admit his astonishment, disappointment or 
frustration. Yet it is probable that Neville 
Chamberlain still retains the confidence of 
the majority of his fellow-countrymen. 

Mr. Chamberlain, now in his seventy-first 
year, is representative of that type of mind 
which was considered advanced and enlight- 
ened toward the close of the last century. 

His policy is the logical outcome of his 
training and experience. This training was 
liberal in a period of peace, when to the 
liberal mind war between civilized nations 
was becoming increasingly unthinkable. All 
wars to him were hateful, but the war of 
1939 was the most hateful of all because he 
had believed it would never take place and 
because he had’ been determined to prevent 
it. When it broke out, his belief was proved 
erroneous and his efforts futile. 

. * ° 


When he assumed the premiership in 1937, 
Chamberlain determined that he would end 
the gradual deterioration of the situation. 
He said to himself that Hitler and Mus- 
solini had done a great deal for their coun- 
tries, and could not desire war—which must 
nullify all they had accomplished. 

Chamberlain had never met anybody in 
Birmingham who in the least resembled 
Adolf Hitler. The people he had met were 
not very dissimilar from himself—they were 
reasonable and honest and it had always 
proved possible, with a certain amount of 
give and take, to make a deal with them 
satisfactory to both sides. 5 

These dictators, it seemed to him, must 
also be reasonable men. They wanted cer- 
tain concessions; and there were certain con- 
cessions Britain could afford to make. There- 
fore, the sooner he coukd get to grips with 
them the better. The motive was not dis- 
honorable, the method was not unreasonable. 
His mistake wag only that of the little boy 
who played with a wolf under the impression 
that it was a sheep—a pardonable zoological 
error,, but apt to prove fatal to the player 
who makes it. 

When it was pointed out to him that the 
Fuehrer had never yet kept a promise, 
Chamberlain felt that those promises made 
in public declarations and political speeches 


mind with extraordinary rapidity, and 
having once made it up, never alters it.”, 

Why, in view of such a record of failure 
and a lack of compelling eloquence, does 
Chamberlain still] retain so strong a hold 
upon the hearts of his fellow-countrymen? 
The truest explanation may be that they 
see in him a reflection of themselves, and 
that therefore they feel that he is one they 
can understand and can trust. 

The English respect ability, but they dis- 
trust brilliance. For them the very word 
“genius” carries with it something deroga- 
tory. It connotes unconventional clothes and 
doubtful morals. There is nothing brilliant 
and no suspicion of genius about Neville 
Chamberlain. The ordinary Englishman sees 
in him an ordinary Englishman like him- 
self. The ordinary Englishman .feels that 
he and Chamberlain both desire peace be- 
fore all else, and it is the fault of neither 
that they didn’t get it. . 

+ 


Determined as he was to preserve peace, 
and over-confident in his own ability to do 
so, Chamberlain has been sadly remiss in 
making adequate preparations for war. Re- 
luctance to alter his opinion and confidence 
that his own view must be correct were re- 
sponsible for the long. delays in rearmament 
that followed the capitulation of Munich. 

A year ago, he preferred to put his trust in 
Hitler and to denounce as alarmists those 
who thought differently. So he resisted the 
demand from his colleagues for a Ministry 


‘of Supply and the introduction of conscrip- 


tion. He continued to resist it until after the 
rape of Prague had proved the duplicity of 
Hitler. The further impetus of Italy’s attack 
upon Albania was required in order to shake 
his determination. Those who defend Munich 
on the ground that it gave Britain another 
year in which to complete her war prepara- 
tions should reduce that period by more 
than half. For that long delay, the Prime 
Minister is solely responsible. 

Strong of will, firm of purpose, unyielding 
in controversy, it may well be that—now all 
he believed in has been proved false, all 
his efforts have proved futile and his policy 
is discarded and discredited—he will under

Meanwhile, the biennial budget was re 
duced by nearly $4,500,000, or approximately 
8 per cent, in spite of substantial increases 
for dld-age assistance and so on that had te 
be financed. 

The unicameral system has already come 
in for a good deal of criticism, as was to be 
expected. Some of the criticism is unque> 
tionably sincere. 

There is much complaint because the nom 
partisan election of members deprives the 
body of some cohesion and formal leader 
ship. And it is true that party organization 
sometimes provides machinery not otherwise 
existing for bringing issues to a head. 

It is also argued that the smallness of the 
one legislative body does not allow enough 
individuals to give adequate attention to all 
of the multitudinous problems with which 
state government needs continually to deal. 

Still, these faults—if faults they are—can 
probably be corrected in time without jeop 
ardizing the principle on which the unicam 
eral system is founded. 

A legislative system that provides for the 
State’s needs fairly effectively, cuts the 
legislative costs of operation by half and re 
duces the State tax levies by 8 per cent in 
a single session is not likely to be very ur 
popular with the State’s voters!

JAPANESE REPORT BOMBING 
FRENCH RAILROAD IN CHINA 


Damage to Line Near Indo-China 
Border Said to Have Been 
Slight. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 2 (AP)—The 
Japanese navy reported yesterday 
its planes had shot down 21 Chi- 
nese aircraft in a big-scale battle 
in South China and bombed the 


Haifeng-Kunming railroad near the 
border of French Indo-China. The 
railroad, built, owned and operated 
by the French, is one of China’s 
“lifelines” for the import of. ma- 
terials. : 

(Damage to the line was reported 
slight, but Chinese were said in 
Hongkong to consider the bombing 
significant, since it followed a Jap- 
anese request to discontinue trans- 
porting Chinese supplies. The oth- 
er route is a rail and highway line 
from Kunming through Burma to 
Rangoon). 

A Japanese army communique 
stated that the South China forces 
had occupied Yingtak, 60 miles 
north of Canton on the Hankow- 
Canton raiway. 


JAPAN LOST 1,464,400 MEN, 
AYERS CHINESE SPOKESMAN 


But Only 585,760 Are Listed as 
Killed or Wounded in Dura- 
tion of War. 


CHUNGKING, Jan. 2 (AP).—A 
Chinese army spokesman asserted 
today that Japan’s losses in two 


and a half years of war totaled 
1,464,400 men, but added that only 


40 per cent—585,760—were killed or 
wounded. 

The others, he said, had died of 
disease or been incapacitated by ill- 
ness or other causes. 

The best neutral estimates have 
put Japanese killed and wounded 
at not more than two-thirds of the 
spokesman’s figures. 

According to Chinese army in- 
formation, the spokesman said, Ja- 
pan is maintaining an army of 
1,680,000 officers and men, made up 
of 49 divisions, 14 mixed brigades 
and auxiliary units. He did not say 
what portion of this force—five 
times peace strength—is in China: 


German Liner St. Louis Passes 


British Blockade to Home Port 


BERLIN, Jan. 2 (AP).—Another 
ship of the hunted Nazi merchant 
fleet, the 16,732-ton Hamburg-Amer- 
ican liner St. Louis, reached “a 
home harbor” yesterday after slip- 
ping through the British naval 
blockade. 

The official news agency's an- 
nouncement of her arrival gave no 
clew to the course of her wander- 
ings since she slipped out of New 
York Aug. 27, but informed sources 
said she had been one of 16 Ger- 
man ships which found haven at 
Murmansk, Russia’s Arctic port, 
soon after the war’s outbreak. 

Many of these, including the great 
51,731-ton luxury liner Bremen of 
the North German Lloyd, already 
are back home, 

The St. Louis had been abroad 
for seven months. She was the 
fifth and last of the Hamburg- 
American’s crack North American 
liners to reach home safely since 
the war began. The others are the 
Deutschland, New York, Hamburg 
and Hansa, all of more than 21,000 
tons. The New York was one of 
the 16 at Murmansk. 

Gradually these ships have been 


navigating the perilous sea lanes 
back to Germany, those from the 
Arctic apparently having had better 
luck than others. 

The Columbus, third largest unit 
of the Nazi merchant fleet, was 
scuttled off the Virginia coast Dec. 
19 and her crew brought to New 
York. The fast Cap Norte, was 
taken to Britain as a prize. A 
dozen other ships took refuge in 
South American or African ports 
and were captured or scuttled by 
their crews. 


The St. Louis was in the head- 
lines last spring when she carried 
900 German Jewish refugees to 
Havana, Cuba, where authorities 
permitted only a few to land. The 
St. Louis carried the rest—a de- 
spairing shipload—back to Europe, 
where they were given temporary 
refuge in Britain, France, Belgium 
and The Netherlands. 

The liner was in New York har- 
bor preparing for a Bermuda cruise 
when war became imminent. She 
cancelled all bookings and sailed 
without passengers on three hours 
notice.

B ihe won great adventure of 


the World War, the Dardanelles 

expedition, had its origin 25 
years ago, in a message received 
by Marshal Kitchener Jan. 2, 1915, 
from Grand Duke Nicholas of Rus- 
sia. The commander-in-chief of the 
Czar’s forces appealed for a diver- 
sion which woul? relieve the Turk- 
ish pressure on Russia’s army in 
the Caucasus. 
Kitchener, then hurrying new 
divisions to the western front, felt 
that he had no men to spare, and 
he suggested a naval demonstra- 
tion aaginst the Dardanelles. Wins- 
ton Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, proposed that an at- 
tempt be made to force the pas- 
sage. The War Council decided 
on a naval expedition to attempt 
the taking of Gallipoli Peninsula, 
with Constantinople as the objec- 
tive. The expedition, which reached 
the straits in March, and in which 
Trance had a part, became a tragic 
failure, comparable.to the German 
failure before Verdun, and was 
withdrawn early i. 1916. 
On New Year’s day, 1915, the 
British battleship Formidable was 
sunk in the English Channel by 
a. torpedo from the German U-24, 
and 600 of the crew of 750 were 
lost. 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, in a New 
Year’s exhortation to Germany’s 
army and navy, spoke of “bril- 
liant victories, great successes,” 
and urged that the future be faced 


without flinching. “Always fresh 
hosts are rolling up against us,” 
he said, “but their numbers do not 
frighten us.” Chancellor von Beth- 
mann Hollweg, one of whose sons 
had been killed and another taken 
prisoner on the Eastern front, 
spoke of the situation in the east as 
“favorable,” and said Britain would 
fail in the effort to “starve Ger. 
many.” He denied charges that 
German army officers interfered 
with the work of Belgian relief. 
President Poincare of France 
said to a gathering of diplomats in 
Paris that he expected the war to 
end in victory before another New 
Year, and that he looked for “s 
beneficient peace, solidly based on 
rectitude and respect for treaties." 
Thomas A. Edison, American in- 
ventor, did not share the optimism 
of either side. He predicted that 
the war would last at least two 
years longer, and said that Ger- 
many could not win a decisive vic- 
tory, but was doubtful of the e- 
tent to which the Allies could pre- 
vail. 
| French soldiers took the village 
of Steinbach, Alsace—then German 
territory—and held heights beyond 


Rhine. In the east, German at- 
tacks south and west of Warsaw 
were renewed. 

The London Stock Exchange re 
opened on Jan. 4, 1915, after hav 
ing been closed since July 30.

Wolcore S. SHIPS 
> TO NORWAY APPROVED 


Virtually No. Opposition De- 
veloped to This Means of 
Disposing of Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP).—In 


contrast to the outcry against ‘the 
proposed transfer of eight Ameri- 
can merchant ships to Panamanian 
registry, their sale to a Norwegian 
corporation—just approved by the 
Maritime Commission—met virtual- 
ly no opposition, 

The difference may be traced to 
a decision of the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Neutrality, not yet 
formally announced. In effect, this 
decision says: “Transfer of Ameri- 
can ships to the registry of Latin- 
American nations is objectionable 
and must be disapproved. 
“Transfer of American ships to 
the registry of European or other 
nations, neutral or belligerent, is 
less objectionable but must also be 
disapproved.” 

“Outright sale in which owner- 
ship legitimately changes hands 
may be approved.” 


American ships at this time is to 
permit them to operate in the Euro- 
pean combat area without plunging 
the United States into diplomatic 
quarrels with belligerents if any- 
thing should happen to the vessels. 

But many officials felt that in in- 
cidents when the ships were flying 
the Panamanian flag, the United 
States might be involved under the 
Pan American neutrality policy. If 
one of the ships were sunk or seized| - 
by a belligerent, particularly within 
the Western Hemisphere neutrality 
zone, the State Department might 
join Panama in diplomatic action, 


and perhaps induce the otlger Amer- 


ican republics to line up. 

President Roosevelt made this 
point the gist of an adverse com- 
ment on the Panama ship transfer 
at a press conference. /lt was also 
felt that transfer to Panama might 
affect United States relations with 
other American republics. 

In a transfer to a foreign flag, all 
that changes is the flag. The Amer- 
ican financial interest in the ship 
continues, and conceivably could 
ask the administration for diplo- 
matic action if the ship were sunk 
by a belligerent. 

In an outright, bona fide sale, 
the American financial inferest in 
the ship ceases. Before giving its 
approval to the sale of the United 
States Lines’ vessels to the Nor- 
wegian corporation, the Maritime 
Commission had to decide whether 
the corporation was genuine and 
the sale complete.

WHAT ARE the nutritional ad- 
vantages of prunes and what 
makes them so popular? 

This question would indicate that 
we have passed Christmas and New 
Year’s--that we are beyond the 
holiday period of luxurious eating 
and are preparing to return to nor- 
malcy. Prunes may not be univer- 
sally popular, but they are valuable 
dietary items. 

Dried fruits are preserved fruits 
that have fully ripened on the tree 
or vine; only the water is removed 
in drying and their food value is 
concentrated in proportion to the 
moisture evaporated. A pound of 
dried fruits equals several pounds 
of fresh fruit, both in bulk and 
food value. Prunes, therefore, have 
good roughage value. They contain 
vitamins A, B and G. They also 
have essential minerals, such as 
calcium, potassium, phosphorus, 
iron, magnesium, copper and sul- 
phur. They have, of course, nutri- 

onal value. Two prunes and two 
tablespoonfuls of juice constitute 
100. calories. 

All these qualities suffice to ex- 
plain why they are popular with the 
housewife. Besides which they are 
among the most economical of all 
breakfast fruits.

WHAT ARE the dangers of low 
blood pressure and what should 
be done about it? 

Low blood pressure is not nearly 
so serious as high blood pressure. 
Insurance statistics. indicate that 
low blood pressure adds materially 
to one’s expectation of life after the 
age of 25, but it is likely to take a 
good deal of the joy out of life, the 
most prominent symptom being 
weakness. A period of low blood 
pressure frequently follows after 
an infectious disease. After the in- 
fluenza epidemic of 1918 insurance 
examiners found an _ increasing 
number of applicants with low 
blood pressure.

The moment South received a 
free raise from his partner he de- 
termined to reach a slam, and I 
can’t say that I blame him. Actual- 
ly, North’s raise, made directly over 
an intervening bid, was far from 
good, based as it was on virtually 
nothing but five trumps. A de- 
layed raise would have been much 
better tactics. 

West opened the diamond king 
and continued with the queen, East 
highlowing. Declarer ruffed and, 
apparently deciding that his fate 
hung squarely on the division of 
the heart suit, drew trumps and led 
three rounds of hearts, hoping that 
his fourth heart would “stand up”, 
and permit him to discard a club 
from dummy. This fortunate break 
not materializing, declarer had to 
surrender and solace himself by 
bawling out his partner for his 
“rotten” raise, 

As a matter of fact, the contract 
was ice cold after the first two 
leads. All declarer had to do was 
ruff the second diamond, cash the 
ace-king of spades, dropping East’s 
queen, enter dummy with a heart, 
ruff dummy’s last diamond, cash 
the club ace, then lead his last 
trump to dummy’s jack. Now dum- 
my still.would have two trumps, 
two hearts, and the club ten. East 
would be out of the running. De- 
clarer would have the A of 
hearts and the J-5 of clubs. West's 
holding would be the J-10-8 of 
hearts and the K-Q of clubs. Dum- 
my would play a trump, South 


would discard a club, and West - 


would let go the club queen. But 
now the lead of the last trump 
(South discarding the club jack) 
would ruin West. If he let go a 
heart all of declarer’s hearts would 
be good; to discard the club king 
would establish dummy’s club ten. 

Thus, it will be seen, declarer 
passed up a glorious opportunity to 
fulfill his slam contract. But, by the 
same token, it was only through the 
continuation of diamonds at the 
second trick that this opportunity 
was afforded. The defenders should 
have realized that, on the bidding, 
it was a hundred to one against 
declarer’s having another diamond. 
To lead‘a second round and permit 
him to ruff would, in a case of this 
type, be playing directly into. his 
hands. Usually it is not bad bridge 
to force the declarer to ruff, but 
in a hand such as this, in which 
dummy has a profusion of trumps, 
it is unwise to let the declarer 
make his own trumps separately, 
and then convert dummy into the 
master trump hand. If East had 
overtaken the diamond king and 
shifted to a club (the proper line of 
defense), or if West, after holding 
the diamond king, had shifted to a 
heart or a club, declarer never 
would have had a chance to use 
his own trumps on dummy’s dia- 
monds and thereby turn the play 
into a squeeze on West.
